The Daylily 


is summer flowering and is conditioned by nature for 
late summer or early fall transplanting, immediately 
following the blooming. It is true that clumps may be 
moved at any time the ground is not frozen, but to 
subject a clump to the shock of division at any season 
and anticipate top performance is expecting too much. 
This is the reason our shipping is limited to the early 
fall months. 


Have the soil deeply spaded and well mixed with 
humus or fertilizer. Make a mound in the hole and 
spread the roots over the mound and press firmly so 
that the crown of the plant is about one inch below 
the level of the bed. Water well and fill. Keep moist 
until the roots are established. The only other time 
that daylilies require water is just before and during 
bloom. In colder areas apply a porus mulch after the 
ground is frozen to prevent alternate thawing and 
freezing which has a tendency to force the plant from 
the earth.
